Desegregation Progress Slow 


A year ago space was devoted in thi” column to an 
editorial which looked hopefully for the end of segregation 
in the public schools, under the ruling of the Supreme 
Court. Now, exactly one vear later, it is appropriate that 
an accounting of progress made toward that goal would be 
in order. 

Such an accounting would reveal a situation which is 
nothing less than appalling. In five states, Alabama, Geor- 
via, Louisiana, Mississippi ana South Carolina, there has 
been no action whatever to desegrepate the schools, In two 
other states, Florida and Virginia, state law prohibits de- 
seyregation. 

In Arkansas North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Texas some lethargic motions toward integration have 
been made, mostly on a local basis. Brighter spots on the 
record are Kentucky, where 20 to 25 districts out of 224 
will integrate this fall, Maryland, where eight of 22 coun- 
ties have desegregation plans, and Oklahoma where 8& of 


Delaware, 


1,802 schoo) districts have integrated. 

Two states have made genuine progress. In Missouri 
80 per cent of the Negro children now attend desegregated 
schools. Thirty-five of West Virginia’s 55 counties have in- 
tegrated. It should be added that ten of these counties have 
no Negro population. 

Last year’s editorial said: “The school system is 
the great educator of America: by nights it ought to teach 
equality.” The passayve of any length of time will make this 
no less true. Given the chance to do se, the schools can pro- 
vide this lesson; and all that knowledge has ever asked was 
a chance. 


Carelessness Breeds Destruction 


Sacramento State College has one of the most beauti- 
fu) and well-landscaped campuses of all the colleges and 
universities in the nation, vet each vear, as soon as the 
cold and rain start, students forget the aesthetic values of 
the clean sharp lines of the modern campus buildings and 
fill the modern halls with cigaret smoke and ashes. 

Aside from the mess created by careless smokers in 
halls of the college, smoking in buildings, especially whére 
no containers for ashes and cigaret butts are available, 
constitutes a serious fire hazard, Last vear cigarets tossed 
out of upstairs windows narrowly missed causing serious 
fires on campus. 

In the past SSC has prided itself that no smoking 
signs posted in buildings on its campus were unnecessary. 
Smoking is permitted in areas where ashtravs are avail- 
able, only. These areas include outside of all) buildings, in- 
cluding porches, faculty offices, meeting and conference 
rooms, the browsing room of the library, fover of the gym- 
nasium, and the cafeteria. 

New buildings are added to the campus each vear, as 
the number of students grows. With an increase of close 
to a thousand students this vear SSC can ill afford a costly 
fire caused through carelessness and poor manners on the 
part of students

ivre. They would be born

And what about the rest 
of the world? Ite having its 
troubles too. The French in 


Morocco. the English with 
their new austerity, the 
Arabs and the Israelis. 


Speaking of Morocco, it nev- 
er has been the same since 
Hope and Crosby left there. 
I think a large part of the 
trouble stems from a new 
kind of diplomacy which 
seems to come into style. In 
this new style diplomacy 
there are three rules to fol- 
low: one. promise some- 
thing; two, do the opposite; 
three. deny everything. 

All this leads to immeas- 
urable difficulties. Von 
Clausewitz said that war af- 
fects everything and every- 
thing affects war. And so it 
is with our problems today. 
Present situations affect 
everything from the price of 
peanut butter to the types of 
movies we see. i would pre- 
fer that things be affected 
by different kinds of situa- 
tions. Or at least that some 
progress be made toward 
solving the ones we have. 

When was the last time 
you heard a procession of

Graduate Program 


Sacramento State Coilege of- 
ficials are making plans for ex- 
tension of their graduate pro 
gram, following action last week 
by the state board of education 

The Sacra- 
mento State to offer a Master of 
Science degree in public admin- 
istration and in business, Pre- 
viously the ollege was required 
to limit its graduate offerings to 
programs suitable for teachers. 
The new program will be de- 
signe) for persons desiring to 
further their own professional 
amd occupational careers 

Dr. Guy A. West, SSC presi- 
dent. said that work for the de- 
gree will be offered in the spring 
semester of 1956. He observed 
that business and pubiic admin- 
istration represent occupational 
fields important to the Sacra- 
mento area, and that the college 
has found considerable public de- 
mand for graduate work in ftihese 
fields,

None have. The best idea, to i: itiate football on a de-em- 
phasized basis, has been shunned thus far. Instead, the 
Dons. for instance, are throwing money into big time bas- 
ketball.
